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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-5 and 28-31) in the 
reply filed on July 22, 2004 is acknowledged. 

Applicant's Response Dated February 9, 2006 

2. Claims 28-31 are pending. An action on the merits of claims 28-31 is contained 
herein below. 

3. The rejection of claims 28-31 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Forsythe, Jr. et al. US 4,214,993 (Forsythe), Sauer et al. EP 0 969 090 A1 (Sauer), and 
Hansen et al. US 6,672,458 (Hansen) in combination has been maintained for the 
reasons of record as set forth in the Office Action dated June 2, 2005. 

Rejections of Record Set Forth in the Office Action Dated June 2, 2005 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in -this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Forsythe, Jr. et al. US 4,214,993 (Forsythe), Sauer et al. EP 0 969 090 A1 (Sauer), and 
Hansen et al. US 6,672,458 (Hansen) in combination. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed February 9, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 
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Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant has failed to particularly and distinctly point out the methodological 
steps employed in the instant purification method. It is unclear from the claim 
construction whether the steps "sucking and discharging... so that the nucleic acid 
containing solution is adsorbed by the solid phase" and "contacting the nucleic acid 
containing solution with a solid phase" are intended as two distinctive steps or a single 
step. Both of said steps involve contacting the nucleic acid solution with a solid phase. 
Since the method recites "the nucleic acid containing solution", the nucleic acid solution 
is interpreted as being the same in each of said steps. The claims should be written to 
more clearly convey applicant's intention and distinctly set forth the number and manner 
of the "nucleic acid contacting" steps.
